Athens, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)— 
The university alumni Y. M. C. A. hall 
will be built, and instead of being a 
building to cost $75,000, as was orig- 
inally intended, it will cost $100,000. 

This was decided at the meeting of 
the Alumni Society of the university 
this morning and the decision was 
characterized by much enthusiasm on 
the part of all present. 

Two years ago the 
resolved to devote it 
purpose if the Y. M/ C. A people of 
the state would raise $36,000 in two 
years. That two years expired today 
and the Y. M. C. A. people were 
ready with their subscription and had 
$6,500 more than was required of 
them. 

The fund amounting to $81,500, the 
society then resolved to carry on the 
work antil the sum should reach 
$100,000.

Paris, June 18—The government ap- 
‘pears to have acted none too soon in 
'determining to set’ the law in motion 
|against, the revolutionaries in the south 
of France. The prefects report the com- 
|mencement of efforts to raise the popu- 
,lace, and three departments, the Aude, 
'Herrault and Pyreenes-Oriental, are ap- 
|parently nearing a stage when aggres- 
| Siveness will replace the passivity 
|; Which heretofore has marked the move- 
| ment, 
| Advices from Narbonne, department of 
the Aude, today show that the situation 
there has become worse. Dynamite has 
been discovered on the railroads, in 
‘several cases tracks have been removed, 
\telegraph wires have been cut with the 
|object of preventing the arrival of 
troops, and the revolted villagers have 
| been pulling up pavements and collect- 
|ing materials for barricades. 

The excitement at Narbonne and other 
places in the south has increased dan- 
gerously owing to the announcement of 
the policy of the government. 


General Rising of Countryside‘ 
The announcement of the intention of 
the government to arrest the leaders of 
| the winegrowers movement was prompt- 
{ly followed by a general rising of the 
countryside, with the object of making 
|flerce resistance to the government 
forces. 
| In view of the 


incendiary threats of 
| the populace, the general staff of the 
Sixteenth Army corps held a midnight 
| conference at Montpelfer, and all plans 
were made to meet eventualities. 

Summonses are out against the whole 
wine growers committee, on the. charge 
'of inciting the people to revolt, and a 
/number of mayors will be prosecuted for 
attempting to overthrow the central gov- 
ernment. Detachments of cavalry from 
the east are on their way to replace the 
local troops. 

The action of the government led to a 
lively debate in the chamber of depu- 
ties this morning. Premier Celemenceau 
‘refused to “agree to the immediate dis- 
cussion of an interpellation on the sub- 
ject of the government’s plan, and de- 
|'manded its “postponement to June 2Ii. 
He declared that all means of concilla- 
tion had been exhaustece and that as 
chief of the governmenf he was bound to 
force Tespect for the law. 

Three Departments in Revolt. 

The wine growers committee of Arge- 
lieres had set up itself in place of the 
‘central government and three depart- 
ments had engaged in a revolt against 
the country’s law and were threatening 
(to burn out and otherwise terrorizing 
‘mayors and 
:giance to the committee. Summons had 
‘been issued for those responsible for 
this state of affairs. If the chamber de- 
feated the postponement of the interpel- 
lationy he would immediately counter- 
'mand the prosecutions and the chamber 
would be held responsible for the grave 
consequence. It was his desire to avoid 
the threatened bloody conflict. 

After: heated remarks from M. Jaures, 
the socialist leader, who declared the 
government had brought the country to 
the verge of civil war, M. Sarraut and 
Ribot came to the support of the cab- 
inet. 

The latter said that the situation was 
the worst in thirty-seven years. 

The government’s motion flinally was 
adopted by 4/12 to 258 votes.

SUICIDE PAC1 IS FORMED 
BY HUSBAND AND WIFE; 


WIFE ALONE KEEPS PACT 


EW YORK, June 18.—Under press- 
N ure of a merciless examination, 
James Wardell today confessed to 
Assistant District Attorney Manley that 
in furtherance of a suicide pact, he yes- 
terday shot his wife in her flat on 
Twenty-fifth street. At the time of con- 
fession Wardell did“ not* know that an 
autopsy had discelosed that his wife was 
dead when he fired a bullet into «her 
ierain. Inhaling illuminating gas had 
caused her death. 

Wardell’s examination has added some- 
thing unusual, if not unprecedented, to 
the annals of crime in this city. Just 
what charge will be based upon his 
acknowledgment of an intent to Kill, 
the coroner has not made known. 

Mrs. Wardell was !9 years-old, and 
strikingly attractive. ’ 

Wardell said: “We planned it al] out to 
kill ourselves with gas, but she wanted 
to make sure that we would both die. 
We fixed it tu so that we would turn 


to dit by the gas, I was to shoot her 
and then shoot myself: If I got uncon- 
scious first and she got scared of the 
gas she was to shoot me and then kill 


herself. 

“We closed everything up and turned 
on the gas. I fixed a tube in her mouth. 
We lay down on the bed. She breathed 
in the gas, ang after a while she looked 
like she was all in. I was pretty weak 
but I'.climbed over her and started for 
the door. [° was losing my nerve. I 
dropped to my knees because I was 
weag@ and figured that I would be a cow- 
ard if I did not carry out th eagreement, 
so I went back to bed. 

“TI felt her and she seemed to be cold. 
I kissed her, and her lips were cold. 
Then I took the gun, which had been on 
my pillow all the time, and shot her in 
the head. 

«After tat, I turned the gun on my- 
self, and pulled -the trigger. The first 
time it did not go off. I tried again, 
and it failed.

Quillian got undera 
high pressure of words. The affair be- 
came almost melodramatic, and looked 
dangerous for a while, but explanations 
followed, the safety valve was securely 
fastened down, and the meeting went on 
harmoniously. 

The sub-committee met to receive a 
‘report from Expert Dabney H. Maury, 
of Peoria, lll., who was employed to tell 
the water board and a special commit- 
tee of council what kind of a pump to 
buy. 

Mr. Maury recommended the purchase 
of the vertical pump manufactured by 
the Holly Manufacturing company, of 
Buffalo, and stated that the Brooks 
centrifugal pump, with the Wilkinson 
turbine would be a hazardous purchase 
for Atlanta, as it is a new thing which 
would require a few years more of tests. 
He said, however, that he believed in 
the ultimate success of that type of ma- 
chine, 

What Caused Investigation. 

The investigation into the merits of 
the pumps for which bids had been 
made, grew out of the fact that the 


Southern Hydxawliggsagineering compa- 
ny, George F. Hurt, of Atlanta, presi- 
dent, wanted to sell the city the Brooks 
‘centrifugal pump for about $90,000, 
|} which was about $66,000 less than the 
\lowest bid for a vertical pump. Mr. 
Hurt asked for an investigation of the 
merits of his pump, and the special 
council committee and the water board 
appointed a sub-committee and elected 
Dabney H. Maury as an expert to make 
a report. 

Along with the expert’s report, re- 
ceived yesterday, were several letters 
from Mr. Hurt to the committee and to 
the expert, in which he took the posi- 
tion that he did not think the investiga- 
tion being made was as full and as 
careful as it should be, 

It was when these letters from Hr. 
Hurt were opened that President Rice 
remarked that he did not see what the 
committee had to do with any of Mr. 
Hurt’s business affairs

Na, the 
Hon. John Temple Graves was not 
ill, ag one would naturally suppose from 
reading this statement. In fact, he was 
well and in “splendid voice,’’ as the 
musical critics say of the virtuoso. But 


he declined to make a speech. 

It fell out this way. The Georgia Fu- 
nera] Directors’ Association met in At- 
lante yesterday, and it devolved upon 
some one to provide them with a wel- 
come. Now, as every one knows, un- 


dertakers are mightly good fellows in 
the abstract. They are a likable lot as 
a rule, and so long as they attend to 
their own business and don’t begin to 
inguire too anxiously about the state 
of one’s health the average man is wil- 
ling for them to remain in the commu- 
nity, and will not seek to promote 4 
war of extermination against them. But 
to wax ebhoquent over the coming of a 
single undertaker—not to speak of a4 
iwhole flock of them—is just a trifle 
more than could be expected of a man 
in possession of reasonably good health 
and no obsession of a suicidal nature. 

John Barclay was placed in charge of 
the reception of the visitors. Immediate- 
ly he began to look around for some 
one to deliver an address to the dead 
shop men. He went down the list of sil- 
ver tongued orators and finally Drought 
up with a mental jerk when he reach- 
ei John Temple Graves. Then he stop- 
red.

The infliction of a 
penal sentence upon a railway official 
and the consequent personal mortifi- 
cation, loss of social position and loss 
of citizenship will undoubtedly pro- 
duce better results.” 

The commission is seeking to de 
fine the exact status of “betterments 
and additions,” in order to eliminate 
such improvements from the actual 
operating expenses of the road. Such 
expenditures. are outside the actual 
cost of operation and in justice to the 
investor and the shipper should not be 
included in this account 

The commission will not go into the 
details of classifying the various fea- 
tures of the operating expenses at this 
time. Hereafter it will seek to regu- 
late property and capital accounts. 
In classifying outside operations, a 
distinction is made between transpor- 
tation and various other features of 
railway operation which are incident- 
al. In future the public will have an 
opportunity to know all the inner de- 
tails of railway management and ex- 
penses, and they will be set forth in 
uniform statements for inspection 
and comparison. 

If this is not done, the interstate 
commerce commission will demand 
to know the reason why. 

Courtmartial and Civil Court. 

The decision of the supreme court 
of the United States_in the Grafton 
case, establishing the right of a Unit- 
ed States soldier to freedom from 
second jeopardy for the same offense, 
after, having once been tried either by 
courtmartial or in the United States 
civil courts, has occasioned intense 
satisfaction in the military branch of 
the government. 

The case was that of Private Homer 
FE. Grafton, who, while serving as a 
sentry on one of the outposts in an 
army camp in the Philippines, shot 
and killed a man who refused to heed 
commands. Upon trial by courtmar- 
tial, Grafton was exonerated. — 

Following acquittal by the military 


court, Grafton was placed on trial in 
the civil courts for the same offense. 
He pleaded that he had already been 
placed once in jeopardy and that the 
second trial was in violation of his 
constitutional rights as a citizen of 
the Ugited States. So great was the 
interest in the final outcome of the 
case that The Army and Navy Jour- 
nel, in cooperation with the officers of 
the army, raised $9,000 by popular 
subscription to aid the defense. 

In addition to the constitution ar- 
gument advanced as to the right of a 
soldier to the protection of the gov- 
ernment in whatever part of the worid 
his service at the time might take 
him; those interested in the military 
branch of the government service mane | 
that an adverse decision by the United | 
States supreme court would very seri- 
ously affeet the service and militate 
against future enlistments.

The opinion of the court, delivered 
a few days ago by Mr. Justice Harlan, 
recites that both the civil and military 
courts derive their power from and 
have their jurisdiction defined by the 
government, and that neither can try 
the accused for a crime after acquittal 
or conviction has been secured in the 
other courts. The Philippine govern- 
ment and its judiciai tribunals derive 
their power from the United States. 
In further defining the relations be- 
tween the military tribuna's and the 
civil courts, the opinion of Mr. Jus- 
tice Harlan says: 

“If courtsmartia] first acquire juris- 
diction of offenses punishable under 
the sixty-second article of war, their 


judgments cannot, be disregarded by 
civil courts for mere error or for 
reasons not affecting the jurisdiction 
cf the military court.’

(From The Washington Herald.) 
Mr, Sidney C. Tapp, known more or 
less to fame as the editor of The Ameri- 
can Republic, of which the general pub- 
Inc may or may not have heard, thinks 
he is a much abused man. Just now he 
seeks relief from cruel persecutions at 
the hands of United States senators and 
Other high and mighty notables who, 
having fallen under the ban of The Re- 
public’s dire displeasure, seek by threats, 
innuendo, and overt acts to render 
Tapp’s life devoid of pleasure, and to 
interfere with his rights of life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness, all and 
Singular; the various charges being con- 
trary to law, in violation of equity, and 
detrimental’ to the peace, dignity, and 
g00d order of the commonwealth where- 

in Tapp resides and has his being. 

To be more explicit, Tapp has peti- 
tloned the courts of Atlanta for permis- 
sion to arm himeself with a revolver in 
order that he may be properly prepared 
to withstand the murderous assaults of 
statesmen upon whom he has felt com- 
pelled to pour forth the vials of his 
wrath; and in petitioning the said 
courts, the said Tapp, according to the 
Atlanta Constitution, deposes and says, 
in substance, as follows: 

“On Wednesday I received the follow- 
ing message: ‘If you continue those 
editorials your head wilil be blown off.’ 
These henchmen of these senatots whom 
I have attacked are too cowardly to 
come out in the open. I remain un- 
daunted, and nothing of open or secret 
danger will intimidate me. I am going

Then the Atlanta paper continues the 
narrative tlrus:

Tapp spoke of the threatening notes. re- 
ceived, the promised visit from two 
men, named J. W. Balley and W. J. 
Stone, who wanted to see him about his 
editorials and then backed out at the 
last moment when Mr. Tapp and his 
office force was ready for the visit. 

“He told of threatening notes, of tele- 
phone calls, of promised visits, all of 
which he believed to be inspired by the 
men whom he had attacked In his sting- 
ing editorials—such men as Senators Al- 
drich, Bailey, Dryden, Spooner, and 
Clark.” 

We would, if we may be permitted, re- 
assure Mr. Tapp, whom we at once as- 
sume to be a nmiighty and influential 
gentleman, albeit we never heard of 
him before; we would bid him rest his 
soul in patience and dispossess his 
mind of the idea that he must carry a 
gun in this emergency. We know some 
of the desperadoes of whom he speaks 
quite well. We do not believe they are 
especially bloodthirsty or apt to do him 
violent personal damage. Their reputa- 
tions as fighters are fairly well estab- 
lished, to be sure, but the fighting for 
which they are noted is of the kind that 
confines itself to the field of mental car- 
to reeking pastures 
swimming in physical gore. We do not 
imagine that Senator Bailey hankers un- 
duly for Tapp’s scalp lock. We are 
quiet sure Senator Stone does not. As 
for former Senators Dryden and Spoon- 
er, we will undertake to obtain their 
promise that Tapp shall be allowed to 
proceed in peace. 

Of course, in his excess of zeal to save 
the country from Messrs. Aldrich, Stone, 
Clark et al, it may be that Mr. Tapp 
has simply got his bearings awry, and 
sees death, destruction, and utter anni-:

indeed, nothing pursues or dogs his il- 
lustrious footsteps.

When the War Was Over. 


The war between the _ states over, 
Colonel Bell returned to his home in 
Cumming, and quickly became a lead- 
ing factor in the rebuilding of his 
state in education, industry and poli- 
tics. 

He was sent to the democratic presi- 
dential convention at St. Louis in 1876, 
and voted for Samuel J. Tilden. 

He was a Georgia elector on the 
Seymour and Blair ticket, and was sent 
by his district to the forty-third na- 
tional congress. He was succeeded by 
Benjamin Harvey Hill in the forty- 
fourth congress, and when Mr. Hill 
was elected during that term to the 
United States senate Colonel Bell was 
given the nomination to the forty-fifth 
congress, and was elected. 

In 1899 Colonel Bell was brought back 
into public life, notwithstanding his 
avowed determination to give his re- 
maining days to his profession, his 
family and his friends, by a walk-over 
race for the lower house, and the next 
year was elected to the state senate 
from the thirty-ninth district, serving 
in that body when Clark Howell was 
president. It was during that session 
that a joint resolution was adopted 
asking Colonel Bell to address the 
house and the senate on the secession 
and that address was one 
of the splendid speeches of his life. 

Since retiring from politics Colonel 
Bell has been devoting his time and at- 
tention to law, at odd times using his 
pen. He has just completed a book 
which is now in the hands of the 
printer, and will be out witin a short 
time. It is “Men. and Things," and, 
while nothing has been said of its con- 
tents, it is safe to predict that it will 
be interesting reminiscences of lead- 
ing men and prominent events of Colo- 
nel Bell's illustrious career. 

Colonel Bell has two children living— 
Attorney Georg: L Bell, of Atlanta. 
and Mrs. Carter Tate, wife of the 
United States district attorney. During 
the day yesterday he was visited by 
a number of friends and admirers at 
the home of his son, 20 Spruce street, 
Inman Park.

It is time for us to consider 
this matter seriously, and to take it 
in hand. The great newspapers of the 
State tell us that we need immigrants, 
and that there is a scarcity of labor, 
but they do not offer any physical evi- 
dence to sustain their contention. It 
is claimed by some that labor is need- 
ed in all the factories in Georgia, and 
yet we do not hear of any factories 
suspending on this account. Not long 
since we saw in one of the Atlanta 
papers that a family of six (mill oper- 
atives) were returned to South Caroll- 
na by the charity of the people be- 
cause they could not find work in the 
mills. Scarcity of labor is a blessing 
to any country, because then we must 
depend upon our own efforts, and will, 
in consequence, reap the reward of 
our labors. There is no scarcity ‘of 
labor in Georgia, but a change of con- 
ditions. Up to a few years ago we 
had comparatively few cotton factories 
and oil mills in our state, but today 
there is hardly a town of any conse- 
quence but that has either one or the 
other of these enterprises. The major- 
ity of the operating force in these 
great enterprises has been supplied by 
people from the farms, and by our own 
native people, which has caused a lit- 
tie scarcity of farm help, and this 
would not be true if the vagrancy laws 
now upon our statute books were prop- 
erly enforced. 

Now if we bring into our fair state 
immigrants from other countries, who 
can, and will, work in these mills for 
less than American people can, then 
the inevitable result will be to drive 
our home operatives back to the farms 
to produce cheap cotton for alien labor 
to manufacture. 

I have said scarcity of labor is a 
blessing to our country. It is true be- 
cause today we have farm implements’ 
that take the place of three men’s 
work of twenty years ago. Every 
farmer wants an implement to take the 
place of labor he cannot get, and a 
popular and current demand for these 
things will bring about their inven- 
tion, because “Necessity is the mother 
of invention.” We cannot afford to in- 
vite people from foreign countries to 
take the place of American labor mere- 
ly because they can be obtained for 
smaller wages. We must protect our 
laboring people by giving them the full 
price of their hire and by so doing 
protect our producers. We have al- 
ready a race problem, and we do not 
want to invite others. 

The suggestion that we need “new 
blood infused into the south” Is a farce 
and a delusion, in fact, an affront, an 
insult to the people of this great south 
of ours, for it is a well-known fact 
that the south has less of mixed blood 
and racial amalgamation than any 
country on earth. 

The proposition to tax the people of 
Georgia for contributions, or appro- 
priations by the legislature to pay the 
expense of aliens into this country is 
exceedingly dangerous, for if they be 
not paupers, why is it necessary to de- 
fray their expenses? It will be re- 
membered that Iam not a new convert 
in opposing indiscriminate immigration 
and opening our doors to unsuccessful 
people of foreign countries, because I 
sounded a note of warning to the peo- 
ple three years ago against such, arg!

‘We feel that the trip of our board 
to Cornell university was the greatest 
object lesson that we ‘could 
have hag. It means to us what the trip 
to the Tiniversity of Wisconsin in No- 
ember, 1904, meant to your honorable 
hoard. We receied waluable ald and 
instructive ideas for the work which 
the state of Georgia has entrusted us 
to do, which will mean a more efficient 
and patriotie board than if we had not 
been privileged to take the trip. 

Contract for Building. 

“After getting all the information 
possible through sources above indicated 
and otherwise, we directed the architect, 
Mr. Dougherty, to draw plans and 
specifications for the building, which he 
did. and submitted them to the board.

The Comptroller-General Wants 
More from AC L 


HAS ALSO WRITTEN CENTRAL 


Railroads Are Asked to Do Some 
S@>stantial Hoosting of Their 
Tax Returns—Coast Line Re. 
Plies It Has Referred the 
Matter to Its Legal 
Department, 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
asked the Atlantic Coast Line for an 
increase of $9,500,000 in its tax returns 
for +907, and the officlals of the road 
are now thinking about it. 

The Atlantic Coast Line made returns 
this year of $12,800,000, inciuding its 
franchises. The returns of this compa- 
were increased considerably a year 
ago, but nothing like to the extent which 
the comptroller general considered should 
be the case. 

This year he has asked the Coast Line 
to bogst its returns from 12,890,000 to 
$22,300,000 in round numbers; and it is 
going to make a similar request of 
practically every railroad company of 
any proportions in the state. He re 
ceived a reply yesterday from the Coast 
Line to the effect that his request for 
this increase had been referred to its 
legal department. 

The comptroller general has also writ- 
ten the Centrat of Georgia HKailway 
company, calling attention to the fact 
that its auditor in the United States 
court swore it was worth $44,000,000 for 
the purposes of rate making, while only 
$16,500,000 is returned for taxation. 
He has suggested to the Central offi- 
cials that their return should at least 
approximate a mean between these two 
extremes, or in other words, that the 
Central of Georgia should return its 
property in this state at something like 
$30,000,000. Nothing has yet been heard 
from the officials of this system in reply 
to his suggestion.

Its character will change from 
day to day as iit advances across the 
sun disc, and, if not entirely dissolved, 
will appear again in about fourteen 
days on the sun’s eastern limb. A look 
at the sun with a pair of field or opera 
glasses and a little piece of smoked 
glass during this week will amply 
compensate one for their trouble.

Mr. Candler announced as his subject, 
He re- 
viewed the history of the state ag to 
public education, showing that in all the 
constitutions of the state there had been 
the most liberal provisions for~ public 
education, save in the constitution of 


gia. He declared that the constitution 
of i877 rendered impossible any com- 
plete state system of public education. 
Ii provided only for the establishment 
and maintenance of elementary schools 
and the support of the university, with- 
out any connecting links. It provided 
for the laying of a foundation and the 
putting on of the capstone, thus erect- 
ing a structure dwarfed at its very ‘in- 
ception. 

Mr. Candler disclaimed that General 
Toombs was the cuthor of the educa- 
tionad clause in the constitution, al- 
though he voted for it. The author was 
Jigige Augustus Reese, of Morgan coun- 
ty. Speaking on this line, Mr. Candler 
said: “I cannot believe that a majority 
of tne convention voted for the Reese 
amendment upon the same convictions 
as did its author, but rather because of 
then existing peculiar political condi- 
if/nr, and the public unrest following 
the presidential election of i876. Nor 
@ I believe that such a constitutional 
‘restriction upon the scope of public ed- 
‘ucation would be favored by a consti- 
tutional convention in i907 or ratified 
ny the voters of 1907, if submitted to 
them."

Trading in Reading Took 
Half Sales, 


Amnouncement of Engagement of 
Gold for Export on Wednesday 
Served as Warning of De- 
pietion of Money Mar. 
ket Resources, 


New York, June !8.—Listless indiffer- 
ence was the dominant tone of the 
stock market today. There was some 
extension in the early dealings off yes- 
terday’s upward movement, but by the 
expiration of the first hour all the bluy- 
ing orders in sight had been executed 
and left the market easily vulnerable to 
subsequent reaction. The announcement 
of an engagement of gojd for export to 
Paris. tomorrow also served to rein- 
force the warning of depletion of money 
market resources. A further outgo of 
gold on Thursday has been taken. for 
granted, owing to the facilities by fast 
steamers sailing on that day. The an- 
ticipation of the movement by one day 
carried a suggestion of urgency which 
caused a sensational impression. Taken 
with the shipments of last Saturday 
and the expected outgo on Thursday to- 
day’s engagement already points to a 
practical exhaustion of the surplus _re- 
serves of the banks before the week is 
out. Both the call and time money 
markets were affected by this outlook 
today and ruld at higher rates. London 
also. was reported disturbed over the 
money outlook and British consol: slip- 
ped a fraction lower than the recent 
flow record for upwards of sixty vears 
past. Discounts in the London market 
held practically at the bank rate. A 
further advance meantime in the sterl- 
ing exchange rate at Paris gave point 
the discussion of possible induce- 
ments to be offered by the Bank of 
England to draw gold from New York. 
The vanishing surplus reserves with 
the ‘eve the semt-annval settlements 
approaching disgquraged any disposi 
tion to extend marginal holdings in the 
stock market.

‘A 
more probable index of the character of 
the recent operations in ‘Reading was 
the rumor set afloat of buying In the 
Union Pacific interest looking to the 
formation of an ocean to ocean system. 
This rumor seemed too grandiose to fit 
the exvtremely modest dimenstons of 
today’s market and had much to do 
with awakening suspicion and promis- 
ing selling to realize. Reading and 
Union Pacif¢# so far overshadowed the 
whole market in activity that their re- 
action carried pricés as a whole down- 
ward. Cheerful reports from the crop 
regions and the favorable weekly bul- 
letin of the weather bureau did not 
avail to arrest the reactionary ten- 
dency. The plan to distribute 200 per 
cerft in collateral bonds to stockhold- 
ers of the Adams Express Company 
caused a 10 point rise in that stock, 
but was without influence on the gen- 
eral list.

be done.’ In the same letter Mr. Tay- 
lor invited Mrs, Longstreet to submit to) 
him her own ideas as to what the size 
and arrangement of the postoffice build- 
ing should be. Assisted by T. P. Hud- 
son, one of Gainesville’s accomplished 
architects, the postmaster at once drew 
up and forwarded to Washington an 
elaborate plan showing the interior ar- 
rangement best suited to meet the prac- 
tical working needs of the postoffice. | 
This was give ncareful consideration by 
the supervising architect, who regretted 
that the iimited appropriation for’ the 
building necessitated certain modifica- 
tions. In returning the modified plans 
for the postmaster’s final approval on 
May 3 the supervising architect wrote: 
“Owing to the Mmited appropriation it, 
is found impossible to make the build- 
ing as large as shown by the sketch 
submitted with your letter of September 
8, 1906, and it has therefore been neces- 
sary to make modifications in the ar- 
ia@ngement.”’ 

Owing to the fact that not one cent 
of the appropriation recommended at 
the 1906 session of congress was made 
available until the session which closed 
March, 1907, plans for the building 
could not be pushed and actual work 
commenced until working funds were 
provided. But Supervising Architect 
Taylor has kept faith with his promise 
to the Gainesville postmaster made _ in 
the summer of 1906, to give his per- 
sonal attention to the speedy erection 
of the Gainesville postoffice building, 
with the result that the plans are now 
being unflaggingly pushed, and the post- / 
office when completed will be perhaps 
the most convenient in working arrange- 
ment in the United States, and’ will be 
a monument to the ability and insistent 
interest of Mrs. Longstreet as well as 
to the wowmd-famed genius of Supervis- 
ing Architect Taylor. 

Gainesville is fortunate in having in 
charge of the postoffice at this time one 
of the south’s recognizedly brilliant 
women.

Johnson, the negro who menaced poth 
races in his fiendish and diabolical] Cca~- 
reer of crime, and he calls upon the 
members of his race to subscribe to this 
fund. 

His suggestion is.that not more than 
a dollar be asked from any one person, 
and he starts off the list with his dollar. 
The proposer’s name is G. A, Goodwin. 
connected with the university depart- 
ment of the Atlanta Baptist college. 

He says that Johnson was an arch 
enemy of his race, and because of the 
1emoval of the unrest in the capture ot 
the real criminal, and the punishment 
meted out in the legal way, he calls 
upon the members of his race to raise a 
fund to present a medal to these efficient 
officers. 

Proposal to Give Medal. 


The proposal is ag follows: 

Editor Constitution: Silence is no 
longer golden in the light of Friday’s 
developments. 

“Respecting the apprehension, trial, 
conviction, confession and execution of 
Will Johnson—an arch enemy of my 
people especially—I beg tu say that as a« 
law-abidng colored man, I rise to dof? 
my hat to the civil officers and the 
conservative whites who, after a du” 
process of law, have been able to exe- 
cute, by hanging till dead by the neck, 
the premier negro criminal of modern 
times among the blacks. This man, 
Will Johnson, according to his own vol- 
untary confession to Dr. W. A. Foun- 
tain, his spiritual adviser, before his 
confession to Sheriff Nelms and others 
upon the gallows, relieves Atlanta ant 
the race of a criminal master scasce'y 
equaled in modern times. 

“When we think of the long, dark 
shadows in homes caused by this arcn 
criminal; of the strained relationg be- 
tween the races, precipitated by his lust 
and infamy, when we recall the name- 
less and numerous assaults _upon inno- 
cent, defenseless. women, and the cata- 
log of crimes committed and confessed 
by him without coercion, we must thank 
heaven that truism of Webster, when 
he said, ‘Murder will out,’ and for tne 
holy writ, ‘Whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap,’ and for the an- 
cient law in vogue: ‘Whoso sheddeta 


qi HE proposal is made by a wel’. 


man’s bloed, by man shall his blow 
be shed.’ 

“As a colored man, permit me to say | 
that I rejoice at the finale of this 
bloody chapter of criminality which has 
disturbed our peace, wrecked homes and 
injured the good name of our fair city 

“The penalty was a deserving one— 
ten executions would have been none 
too many for such a diabolical crime. 

“I wish personally to thank the con- 
servative white people of this and 
other cities and communities in the 
south for the exercise of reason, pa- 
tience and forbearance in such cases, 
with the view of apprehending, con- 
victing and executing the real crim- 
inal. I am sure the thoughtful of my 
own people will cooperate with the au- 
thnorities in the fullest measure, if 
sane and civilized methods are used— 
where common fairness and justice 
take the place of senseless revenge. 

“Be it understood that hundreds of 
usr stand for the same high things as 
our neighbors. We may, sometimes 
have to stand alone for a time, but 
we stand as Paul when he stood alone. 

“Let me assure the doubtful ones 
that we are ready to prove our asser- 
tion by our actiqns as seen in the 
community. We are not all alike, even 
though to some we may all look alike. 
At least, we do not all think alike, feel 
alike, and act alike on social aypd mat- 
ters moral. We are grateful for the 
ever will let him come up to the re- 
tend us, publicly and privately. 

“We are struggling heroically to re- 
generate morally and socially, but it 
takes time, under the most favorable 
conditions, to say nothing of adverse 
circumstances. We cannot expect that 
all will enter the ark of the American 
social and political fabric, but whoso- 
ever will let him come’’ up to the re- 
quirements of his citizenship. 

‘‘Much more could be said, but T turn 
now to make this suggestion, viz., in 
view of the proficient services of Of- 
ficers Davis and Bynton, who arrested 
the said Will Johnson, who evidently 
caused us all so much unrest, and be- 
cause of the satisfaction we all feel in 
the legal course things have taken, I 
wish to subscribe one dollar for a fund 
or medal to be presented to the offi- 
cers who captured the. said Will John- 
son, that paid the death penalty after 
a due process of law: I further ask 
that an opportunity be given the col- 
ored people as individuals to subscribe 
tu this fund, on or before the Ist prox- 
imo—that no one be asked to give 
more than one dollar.
